What is Sierra Madre doing in the way of Civil 
Defense? 

What about bomb-mis.sile shelters? Are there any 
ready for u.se? Are there any projected? 

These are some of the problems which Councilman 
Ralph R. Rule faces as he progresses in his councilmanic- 
appointed study and to develop recommendations to the 
City Council for Civil Defense for the people of Sierra 
Madre. 

Those problems include shelters which the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment in Washington has now termed imperative if the 
lives of thousands are to bo spared during a bomb or missile 
attack, or both. 

This area of the Pacific Coast is considered ultra- 
vulnerable from attack because of its oxtiuisive plane and 
missile manufacturing plants. 

THESE SHELTERS must be arranged, .stocked with 
food and water. 

There should be a Volunteer Corps of Civil Defense 
Workers wlio will bo ready for action in crucial times. Tills 
corps should be made up of from various civic organi¬ 
zations. 

The blunt truth is that thus far none of the above war¬ 
time iKK'essities are existent in Sierra Madre.

In the face of an inclination by many cities, nation- wook at West Fork, 
wide, to spend and spend, meanwhile boosting burdensome 
tax rates, the decision of Sierra Madre’s City Council to 
pare every possible expense so that the tax rate can be 
kept stationary at $1,532 per thousand valuation is just 
good government and cannot help but being praised by all 
thinking citizens.
